The selling race war is in fall swing at Haw* 
thorne now and after Bishop Eeed won the hftb 
event yesterday he changed bands. 

Frank Frisbie was formerly the owner of 
Bishop Reed, bat some weeks ago P. M. Civill 
ran him np in a selling race and took him away 
from Frisbie. Then the first time Civill won 
with the Bishop W. P. Magrane took him from | 
Civill for $1,000. Yesterday, in Magrane’s 
colors, the horse won a mile race in l:40i and 
Civill, running him up to $1,100, which was $300 
over his entered price, got the horse again. 
Constant changing of trainers will not do Bishop 
Reed any good, but Civill seems to be well 
pleased with bis bargain. Tappan finished 
second to Bishop Reed, thereby adding $150 to 
Frank Doss’ bank roll. Tappan inns in the 
name of Dinsley & Co., bat Fi ack Doss is hand- 
ling him. 

The lacing itself was somewhat tame. There 
was only one clsse finish, bat that was an ex- 
tremely close one. It came unt of the second 
event which was at three-quarters of a mile for 
^♦.vo-year clds, and is was between Kentncky 
Farmer, Rad Cross II. and Florizar. Kentucky 
Farmer won, bat it was one of the luckiest wins 
ever seen at the track. 

Barns rode Kentncky Farmer and he was a 
stanch favorite in the betting. The yunngster 
broke far back and did not seem to have a bit 
of early speed, and passing the half-mile ground 
his backers gave up all hopes of his winning, 
and on the stretch bend tnrned their attention 
to Red Cross 11. and Florizar who seemed to 
have the race to themt elves. Snddealy, how- 
ever, Kentncky Farmer tcok a notion to ran 
and comic g on the outside like a wild horse he 
got to Red Cross II. and Florizar about a six- 
teenth out and then Burns outfinisbed the other 
boys and won the race, amid stormy applause, 
by a nose. 

Florizar was the best as the race was run but 
Gcnley on Red Cross II. hemmed toe Scoggan 
entry in on the rail and would not let him 
through. After weighing in. Dean, who rode 
Florizar, claimed foul, but it was not allowed. 

For the third race, which was at one mile, 
Great Bend with Burns up was backed for a 
‘‘good thing.” He may have bsen one, but Ed 
Tipton proved to be a better thing, and, run- 
ning a mile in 1:391, he beat Great Bend a 
couple of lengths. In fact. Great Bend did not 
get the place. Periwig nosed him out. 

The initial three-quarters condition race for 
three-year-clds proved an easy thing for Rival 
Dare who was backeu fiom 15 to 1 down to 10 
to 1. The filiy got away none tco well, but she 
was lucky to avoid all interfereuce and at the 
wire was two and a half lengths in the lead. 

Nickey D. showed himself to be a horse of 
phenomenal speed and also an exceptionally 
good weight-carrier in the fourth race. He 
picked up 124 pc uuds and, stepping five fur- 
longs in l:00i, easily disposed of Goebel and 
Montgomery. The latter was away badly and 
ran a fine race. 

Aba Cahn recently sold Bitter Root to F. 
Znebike for $400 and the latter more than won 
.‘im ont in the closing nine-furlongs race Dean 
got Bitter Root oil in the lead and placing him 
with judgment in front all the way, won in a 
drive from the 7 to 5 favorite, Doable Dummy. 

Jockey Dean was in great riding form. He 
bad fonr monuts, won three Taces and was 
third with hlorizar. It is rather hard for this 
boy to get down to weight and this accounts 
for bis having so few mounts. 

The popular western owusr, Pat Dunne, has 
turaed all of his horses out and will be in Chi- 
cago today. 

Louis Ezsli said yesterday that Salvab’e 



broke down again in his last race and will not 
stand further training. 

Judge Rees has returned from Sau Francisco 
and was in command in the judges’ stand yes- 
terday. 

» GOSSIP OP THB TURP. 

Mr. P. Ryan, who, by the way, is one of the 
cleverest horsemen in America, often springs 
a “good thing” on the ansuspecting public, 
and this meeting has been no exception, as the 
bookmakers could attest after the races won by 
Afamada on Saturday last and Cyril on the fol- 
lowing Monday. Probably the greatest sarprise 
Mr, Ryan has famished to race-goers, so far 
this season, has been bis midget jockey, J. 
Walsh. This boy, who bails from Canada, is 
smaller even than J. ReiS, who became so pop- 
ular bora last winter, and appears to be 
superior to Reiff, inasmach as be can hold a 
horse together while driving him. He has a 
good seat, splendid hands, and above all, good 
common sense. On Saturday last, when riding 
Afamada, he bnckled up in the stretch with 
I Thorpe, who was on Pat Morrissey, The regu- 
lars settled back in their seats expecting to see 
Thorpe pat it on the “youngster,” bat imagine 
their sarprise when instead of gettiog rattled. 
Master Walsh set down like a veteran, and.bacd- 
ndiog Afe made, won on the post by a neck. 
He gave a similar performance on Monday, 
while riding Cyril, winning on this occasion, in 
a desperate drive, by a h°ad, and at that on a 
horse who should not have been better than 
third. Many good judges claim that many a 
race is lost tbrongb the nse of the “bat,” or 
rather through the inability of the jockey to 
use a “bat.” Most boys when they draw their 
whip let a horse’s head loose, and this is par- 
ticnlarly true of small, light boys. The fact 
that Walsh, instead of going to the “bat,” sits 
down and band-rides his mounts bes gained for 
him many admirers during the past two weeks. 
We predict for him a bright fntnre. — San Fran- 
cisco Breeder and SiiortEman.

GOSSIP OF THE TUBE. 

The San Francifco Call of October 9 relates 
tbe following ncTel incident of racing at Grid- 
ley, Bntte county. Cel.: 

‘‘With a cocked revolver pointed straight at 
his head and following lys every movement, 
jcckey Norman Breedin literally ‘rode for bis 
life’ today and George Brown’s mare Flora B. 
passed nnder the wire a winner in one of tbe 
most sensational horse races probably ever wit- 
nessed in tbe conntry. 

“The revolver which .so eflFectnally aided in 
tbe determination of the race was held by one | 
of the backers of the mare. Shortly before the 
horses went to the post it was rumored that 
Breedin had been paid to throw the race. One 
of tbe men wbe bad bet on Flora B. jnst as tbe 
boy got into the saddle significantly informed 
him that he had batter ride to win. Another man, 
who had also placed his money on the mare, 
took his position at tbe tnrn, where, ts Breedin 
passed by, be displayed a gnn. As tbe jockey 
came into the stretch he was covered by a re- 
volver pointed by a third backer of Flora B. 
Immediately the boy went to work on bis monnt 
with whip and epnr with such good effect that 
tbe mare passed under the wire well in the lead 
of the two other horses that took part in the 
rnnniug.’’ 

The Bachelor, who finished third in the Cham- 
pion Steeplechase, will probably be ditqnalified 
and third money awarded to Tantria, who ran 
fonitb. The Bachelor only carried 1S8 poonds, 
and his proper impost, according to the condi- 
tions of the stake, sbonld have been 163 ponnds. 
—New York Herald.
